Loamy Soil Is Needed—Bnry Boxes 
In the Cellan—Feeding Bees for 


Winter—Spray or Dust Potatoes? 


(Contributed by Ontarto Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto.) 


The narcissus varieties may be 


potted for winter bloom as soon as | 


the bulbs are obtained In September 
or éarly October. If it is desired that | 
the bulbs be grown in the home win- 
dow, it is advisable to use elther a 
six or eight inch flower pot, setting 
from five to ten bulbs, according to 
the size of the stock. 

Good Deep Boxes for Cut Flowers. 

If it is desired to grow the bulb 
bloom in gwantity and use the cut 
flowers in vases, then plant the bulbs 
In boxes of any shape and not leas 
than three inches fn depth. A box 
twenty-four inches by twelve inches 
by three inshes is very handy, The 
soil should be a rich garden loam to 
which add one-third of the bulk of 
leaf-‘mould xnd sufficient sand to keep 
the soil from clinging. Suitable 
drainage provided by means of 
coarse cinders or broken pottery 
should frst be placed In the bottom 
of the pota or boxes and then the 
prepared soil in quantity sufficient to 
reach within one-half inch from the 
top of the box or pot after firming. 
The bulbs should be preased into the 
soil and covered firmly, just leaving 
the tip showing. 

Bury the Boxes In the Cellar. 

When ail the boxes or pots are 
prepared such should be burled if 
possible in cold frame or in the base- 
ment, watered well, and then covered 
with five laches of sand or screened 
cinders. This, covering will insure 
the necessary cool condition and pre- 
vent drying out. Such treatment will 
develop a good vigorous root system, 
a condition which must precéde the 
bloom. Eight weeks beneath the 
sand is usually sufficfent. A pot may 
be examined then and found to be 
fa nl be moved

At all times during summer and 
early autumn care should be taken to 
see that colonies do not starve. _ So

Each hive should then be giyen all 
the syrup it will take. Thig may be 
anywhere from 10 pounds to 40 or 50 
pounds, depending on the strength 
of the colony and the amount of 
stores it already has. The syrup is 
made of two parts best ‘granulated 
sugar to one of water. Boil the 
|water, then add the sugar and stir 
till thoroughly dissolved. The only 
points to ‘be observed are to /avofd 
scorching the sugar and to see that 
no granules are left in the syrup to 
start crystallization after it has been 
stored in the combs.

Do You Know Your Land. 

The most reliable and economical 
method of securing information con- 
cerning the soil of a certain farm 
can be secured by the taking of a 
systematic series of borings over the 
entire property. Such borings will 
show the soil variations and be a gen- 
eral guide to the value of the tract 
as a producing farm. The taking of 
soil borings may seem like @ lot of 
work, but it is well worth while efen 
if it takes a day, which is surely a 
short time when we consider, that the 
purchase of a farm may tie up & 
man and his family for life. Better 
to know someti.ing of the soil under~ 
neath, before handing oyer the pur- 
Coed price and then regretting it 

An auger adapted for soll borings 
can be made from an ordinary car- 
penter’s standard wood bit, by weld- 
ing a six-foot extension on and then 
removing the gimlet point, cutting 
lugs, and then, fish-tailing the end of 
the worm. 

Over wet soils, high water tables 
and the need for artificial drainage 
can be readily deterniined with the 
soil auger. A study of locatiohs for 
farm structures, wells, pit slots, etc., 
can also be made by below surface 
borings, with but little effort, and 
mistakes in location prevented. 

It is well worth while investigating 
the sub-soil; it frequently is not as 
uniform as the surface, may change 
in character quite suddenly and give 
quite a different value to the surface | 
soil on which various crops are 
grown. Some soils are better than} 
“others, due to the differences in sub- 
soil, H 

In boring a hole with a soil auger, ! 
the surface trash and loose soil are 
first removed, then set the auger and 
twist down for six inches, withdraw 
and remove soil. Go down the depth 
desired, not attempting to lift more 
than six inches of soil at a time. Lay 
the borings out in the order that 
such were removed in order that 9 
record may be kept of the various 
soil changes. With the -knowledge 
gained from a localized soil survey 
the farm manager can plan the crop 
rotations and soil management to 
advantage and avoid needless mis- 
takes with their losses.—L. Steven- 
son, Dept. of Extension, O. A. College. 
Combat Potato Leafhopper With 

Close observations have shown that 
the potato leafhopper is the cause of 
an injury that begins as a slight yel- | 
lowing, usually at the tip of a leaf. 
The injury prcgresses; the leaf turns 
brown, curls upward and dies, The 
disease spreads from the margin to- 
wards the mid-riv of the leaf most 
rapidly during dry, hot weather. 
Early potatoes may be so checked by 
loss of foliage as to reduce ali pos 
| sible chance of profit. 

Bordeaux controls leafhopper and 
prevents hopperburn. The spraying 
must be thoroughly done and must’ 
be applied to the underside of the 
leaf. High pressure (150 pounds) | 
should be used in order to cover the 
leaves with a fine mist.

First Record of Banish Settlement. 

The first record of Danish settle- 
ment in Canada was in the year 1872 
when an agreement was entered into 
between the, Governnient of the” Pro 
vince of New Brunswick for the intro- 
duction into that province, from Scan- 
dinavian countries, of some 500 per- 
sons. The agréement set forth that 
each family should be given 100 acres 
of good farming land, a clearing of 2 
acres to be made on each lot at the 
expense of the Government, the immt- 
grant being employed to do the work. 
Temporary. buildings, which. would 
later be converted into schools, were 
to be provided for the early housiig 
of the new-comers, and other neces- 
sary buildings and work would be car- 
ried out at the expense of the Govera- 
ment: A three years’ actual residence 
entitled the settler to a grant of own- 
ership. A further clause provided that 
the Govegument would provide employ- 
njent for the settler at certain, periods 
for which he was to recelve a wage of 


$1 per day for a bs Oxce 
2 years, hos. oS . 
The colony, known as “New Den- 


mark,” was located on the Salmon 
River, in the vicinity of Grand Falls, 
and was mostly wooded land covered; 
with birch, maple and beech, st sah 
fir, and cedar, well watered.

That righteous public opinion is the 
greatest force in the universe and js 
mightier than the sword, were the con- 
clusions reached by Mr. Justice M. A. 
Macdonald, an eminent jurist of Bri- 
tish Columbia and a close student of 
international affaire, In an address be- 
fore the Vancouver Bar ‘Association. 
Referring to fhe World Court of In- 
ternational Justice, the speaker said: 

“To-day a court of international jus- 
tice is established, so far as the: ma- 
chinery {s concerned, even the United 
States adhering to it with, however, 
some embarrassing reservations, 
These reservations are designed more 
to satisfy an unsettled public opinion 
within its own borders, the outcome of 
a policy of isolation, rather than to 


offer practical obstacles tothe func- 


tioning of the Court. : 
“We have to develop the same con- 
fidence in the World Court as our 
courts in the domestic forum enjoy. 
As time goes on and international iaw 
becomes more clarified and a control- 
ling public opinion compels the mem- 
bers of a World Court to recognize 
that they are representatives, not of 
the nations selecting them, but of the 
civiHzed opinions of mankind, {t wiil 
receive the same sanction in a world 
sphere as our local courts.enjoy-in the.

Prepare a_ 
lather, always using soap-jeiy for the 
purpose. The a:kali in thé soap-jeily, 
is very much modified, and less likely 
to harm the wool than if cakes of 
soap are directly rubbed on them. | 


See that the water is only a litte,
